STAGE  CREW 
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Our  Stage  Crew  class  became  part  of  our  curriculum  in  the  fall  of  1948.  This  orsanized  sroup  of  energetic 
boys  and  girls  do  all  our  stage  work  with  efficiency  and  a  minumum  of  waste.  Each  semester  a  certain  hour 
IS  designated  for  Stage  Crew,  but  most  of  the  work  is  done  after  school.  Many  Saturdays  and  holidays,  the 
stage  hands  may  be  seen  scrubbing  and  painting  flats,  building  props,  checking  equipment  —  a  sure  sign 
that  a  production  is  in  progress.  Besides  designing  and  building  ail  our  stage  sets,  the  crew  has  charge  of  the 
lights  and  sound  system  for  assemblies,  keeps  the  stage  equipment  in  good  condition,  improves  it,  amd  se- 
cures new  equipment  whenever  necessary.    Bill  Coiyer  has  the  responsible  position  of  head  electrician. 

This  year  Stage  Crew  worked  on  two  major  productions,  "Life  with  Father"  and  "Nightmare  Revue".  The 
set  for  "Life  with  Father"  was  designed  by  David  Petrilli;  John  Riste  designed  the  sets  for  "Nightmare  Revue".

We  are  very  proud  of  what  the  crew  has  done  to  our  stage.  Cabinets  have  been  acquired  for  equipment 
storage.  A  new  sink  with  an  attachment  for  the  outside  washing  of  flats  has  been  installed  in  the  boys'  dressing 
room.  The  ropes  in  the  grid  have  been  re-rigged.  Used  flats  have  been  obtained  from  the  Regent  theater, 
and  cleaning  equipment  has  been  purchased.  The  crew  has  installed  special  foot-lights  spots  for  high- 
lighting our  new  gold  curtain.    John  Gardella  has  set  up  a  seven  station  telephone  system. 

Further  improvements  are  under  way.    The  crew  plans  a  better,  handier  stage  for  Central. 

These  new  links  in  our  chain  of  tradition  enrich  our  school  life.

Room  20  became  the  home  oF  one  oF  these  departments  in  September  oF  1947.  Special  shades  at  the 
windows,  rows  oF  chairs,  film  splicing  equipment,  sound  projection  equipment,  and  AC  current  —  these 
things  have  converted  Room  20  into  a  Visual  Education  room  where  all  Films  can  be  shown.  To  the  Films 
requested  by  the  teachers,  Mr.  De  Young  adds  those  which  he  Feels  are  useFul  and  oF  superior  quality. 
This  year  we  have  no  rental  Films,-  next  year  we  shall  have. 

Room  20  is  a  busy  place  these  days.  Every  hour  oF  the  day  students  work  there.  They  mend  Films, 
make  small  repairs  on  the  machines,  and  operate  the  machines  under  supervision  until  they  have  become 
eFficient. 

Because  the  policy  is  to  show  Films  to  no  more  than  three  classes  at  a  time,  no  space  expansion 
is  needed.  But  we  are  looking  Forward  to  audio  aids  —  carts  on  wheels  For  carrying  recording  and  play 
back  equipment  and  record  storage  For  English,  music,  public  speaking,  and  other  classes.

We  didn't  win  mdny  games,  but  Mr.  Roman!  Feels  that  he  has 
accomplished  more  with  this  group  of  boys  than  with  any  other 
team  he  has  ever  coached.    He  says: 

"They  were  raw  green  material.  They  couldn't  even  shoot  at 
the  beginning  oF  the  season.  The  reason  is  this:  four  men  whom 
I  had  for  my  team  were  declared  ineligible  after  I  had  worked 
with  them  three  weeks.  So  four  days  before  our  first  game,  I  began 
to  work  with  the  remaining  members.  We  lost  every  game  with 
the  exception  of  the  last  one,  but  the  boys  were  improving  steadily. 
This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  we  won  the  last  game  over  Creston 
by  a  score  of  37  to  20,  after  they  had  beaten  us  in  the  beginning 
of  the  season  by  11  points.  We  did  a  lot  of  switching  during 
the  season,  using  different  boys  until  we  found  a  combination 
that  clicked.    I  feel  that  I  have  to  do  a  lot  more  coaching  of  funda-

mentals  with  the  freshman  team  than  the  other  coaches  do  with 
the  older  teams,  and  they  will  admit  it.  If  I  loaf  down  here  with 
my  team,  they  have  nothing  to  work  with  the  next  year.
